RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT REVIEW BOARD 


1. PURPOSE . 


An Agency Research and Development Review Board is established 

for the purpose of reviewing and integrating research and 
development activities, and scientific and technical efforts, | 

The Board shall 
ensure that all scientific and technical activities are constantly 
related to the broadest interpretation of the.Agency's mission, 
and shall constitute a reviewing body for the Agency's research 
and development effort as a whole.

3. FUNCTIONS 
a. The Research and Development Review Board shall: 

(1) Keep the DCI and the DDCI informed of significant 
projects, problems, and progress on Agency scientific 
and technical problems. 

(2) Uncover areas of mutual interest and concern among 
the various participating components, This calls for 
a continuing review of adequacy of numbers and kinds 

of personnel, budgets, programs, etc.
